Citizen Blames the Existing Condi 
tions on the Street 
Railway. 


rt has been almost two weeks since 
City Clerk Davidson notified the East 
Liverpool railway company of the act­ 
ion taken by the council with refer­ 
ence to much needed repairs to the 
paving on streets 
traversed by 
the 
company's lines, yet no action has 
been taken. 
A prominent juiciness man who has 
much to do with the conduct of muni­ 
cipal affairs last evening tailed at­ 
tention to the very bad condition of 
the paving, in the presence of a num­ 
ber of other citizens. 
After pointing 
out several bad places he said: 
‘ There is no excuse for neglec t of 
this character, and the council ought 
to take some aefion. 
The condition of 
nearly every street passed over by 
the East Liverpool railw ay 
is 
very 
very bad. 
In 
some 
places 
whole 
bricks are missing from the paving 
near the tracks. 
In many places cars f 
have jumped the track, and where this I 
occurs bricks are torn up and broken. 
At the east end of the Sixth street 
switch cars are often derailed, and 
many times are going at such speed 
that they run to within a few feet of 
the curb. 
It would 
be 
worth 
any 
man’s while to look over the paving 
at this point. 
The switch 
has 
not 
been used for many months, but no ef­ 
fort has been made to repair the east 
end of It so that cars can be made 
to stay upon the tracks. 
“ When President Nice 
made 
the 
move at the last meeting of council 
he mentioned particularly the condi­ 
tion of Third street, but 
there 
arc 
other points all the way through tile 
city that ought by all means he re­ 
paired. 
“ The regulations under which the 
company operates 
contain a clause 
making it mandatory for the manage­ 
ment not only to pave between the 
tracks and two feet on either side, 
hut also to keep the tracks In good re-J 
pair. It is high time the council gave 
flit* matter attention.”

Manager Jam es Flood had his hands j 
full breaking in a number of new men. 
However, he failed to be on the carl 
upon which the following incident oc-1 
curred. 
The new conductor was col­ 
lecting all the fares he could, and was 
sweating like a mill hand.
